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the anti-British rabies is so extinct among them that the tender 
of a regiment of British volunteers which was made to the 
authorities of the State of New York in April, and superciliously 
rejected, has been graciously accepted by the Federal Govern- 
ment in July. The spoiled children of fortune need a little 
adversity to bring out the finer points of their character. The 
dazzling sun of a marvellous prosperity had shed its influences 
upon them so long that they scarce knew themselves, and 
dreamt the world was at their feet. Now that that era has 
passed away, and a destructive tornado is scattering to the 
four quarters of heaven the accumulated fruits of a long peace, 
the men seem more heroic than before, The Southerners share 
egually with the Northerners in this apparent increase of stature, 
Sacrificing without a sigh every luxury and many of the 
necessaries of life—as poorly equipped and cared for in 
many respects as the French patriot armies of 1792— 
they rob us of our sympathies much more now when fighting 
on the heights of Manassas for their national independence, as 
the French fought in the same cause on the heights of Valmy, 
than when their chiefs were dominant at Washington, brow- 
beating and challenging every anti-slavery representative, when 
enthusiastic mass meetings were presenting gold-headed canes 
to the ruffian assailants of Charles Sumner, Horace Greeley, 
John Hickman, and other non-duelling, anti-slavery champions, 
and when Palmetto volunteers rushed to the field, not, as now, 
against foemen worthy of their steel, but to burn down the 
towns, villages, and homesteads of the peaceful Free-State 
settlers in Kansas, The Southern chivalry have nobler game 
before them now than the tarring and feathering of defenceless 
individual Northerners in their midst; and the fiery ordeal they 
have chosen for themselves cannot fail to give a grandeur to 
their attitude which will command more respect from the 
onlooking world than was ceded to them when they occupied 
the pride of place in the Government of that Great Republic 
which need not be less truly great because they have left it. 

The North has at length got over one absurd and dangerous 
illusion to which she had hitherto clung with a strange 
obstinacy—that is, that “in every State, except, perhaps, South 
Carolina,” there was a majority in favour of the Union, and that 
all the Secessionist movements were the result of a plot on the 
part of a few disappointed politicians and intriguing theorists, 
in which the mass of the people took no part, The truth is, that 
except in Western Virginia and in Eastern Tennessee, where the 
Stars and Stripes are still flying, the Unionist party has no 
existence whatever in the seceded States. No one in Europe 
has ever shared in this illusion, It has been evident to us all 
along that the South was, with the above-named exceptions, 
terribly unanimous and terribly in earnest, But the North have 
fallen into that common human failing of believing things to 
be as they would desire to have them, and the consequence has 
been that they have had to suffer a rude awakening. The battle 
of Bull Run enabled them to gange the depth of Southern 
fanaticism in behalf of independence by the side of their own 
love of empire. The Northern troops found themselves opposed 
to a regiment of coloured men who fought with no want of 
zeal against them, Louisiana has called her free negroes to 
arms, and North Carolina has not disdained to enroll among her 
contingent her stalwart Cherokees, But the North, partly 
through prejudice of colour, and partly through a fraternal 
feeling towards the Southerners, will allow no coloured men to 
serve under the Stars and Stripes, The North stupidly prefers to 
enlist Cancasian three-months’ men, who coolly walk off the 
field cf battle on the day of the engagement because their time 
was up that day! Now, when one side conquers its prejudices 
and employs all possible weapons, while the other hampers itself 
with restrictions, and fights with a sort of reluctance and a fear 
of injuring the adversary too much, it is easy to see that the 
latter fights under great disadvantages, And this conclusion, 
tco, the North is beginning to take to heart, 

The task which the North has undertaken now for the first 
time appears to her in all its magnitude, It is nothing less 
than to conquer first, and afterwards hold in subjection a country 
as Jarge as Western and Central Europe, inhabited by six millions 
of freemen and three and a half millions of slaves, In addition 
to this the border Slave States which still remain in the Union 
must be overawed and held to their allegiance, Never has a 
Democratic Republican nation, such as the North now is, imposed 
upon itself such hereulean labour, It is no disgrace but rather 
the glory of the North that the instruments fit for carrying out 
such a policy are not readily obtainable, Certainly they are notto 
be found in Washington at present, The grand army of the 
North is pleasantly described by the New York Tribune as “a 
huge pienic party,” and again as a “ considerable mass meeting.” 
The regulars shower contempt upon the volunteers; the volun- 
teer privates have a profound distrust of their officers; the Com- 
mander-in-Chief blarts out his animosity towards the Secretary 
of War to every chance Congressman or editor he meets, It is 
everywhere admitted that the advance to Richmond was the idea 
of “ General” Gaeeley, the editor of the New York Zribune, 
which bic joumal was powerful enough to force on the Cabinet, 
while the Csbinet forced it upon General Scott. Mr, Moses 
Grinnell. 2 leading member of the Union Defence Committee, 
and 2 man who has no personal ends to gain, publicly 
denounces the Secretary of War, and he is followed by another 
gentleman of equal social standing, who calls for the removal of 
the Secretary of the Navy. The Secretary of the Treasury, who 
retains more of the public confidence than any other member of 
Mr. Lincoln's Cabinet, has been unable to borrow a paltry million 
sterling in New York for pressing exigencies, and has been com- 
pelled to resort to the limited money markets of Boston and 
Philadelphia, which have responded without enthusiasm to 
his yroposals, And, in the rear of all, that portion of the 
anemployed working classes in the large cities which has not 
enlisted is beginning to assemble in mass meetings, and declare 
their adhesion to the socialist idea that every man has an 
abstract right fer himself and family to be fed at the public 





crib of the city or State, The Southerners have always said 
that to this complexion the starving working classes of the 
North must come at last in the event of the prolongation of the 
war, This evil has not reached any magnitude as yet, but it is 
an ugly sign at the very beginning of a war, and lends a sinister 
meaning to the expostulations of the most earnest organs of the 
war party that the war must be short and decisive, as the 
industrial classes will not, and cannot, bear the stress of a long 
period of public commotion, 

Very much, then, has to be done, and we are told in the same 
breath that very little time will be allowed for doing it. It 
would be well if the weak points (for aggressive purposes) of 
the volunteer army were confined to incompetent officers, We 
need not dwell on those droll pictures of “ Colonels ” painted 
with such admirable candour by the American journals for the 
use of some future epic poet or as matter for some sequel to the 
witty “ Biglow Papers”—how one Colonel, riding well up in 
the van to Washington, confessed his entire ignorance of the 
whereabouts and fate of his regiment ; how another, sent with 
despatches from General Scott to General M‘Dowel!, then in 
the thick of the fight, refused to deliver them, pleading that, 
if General Scott wanted his head shot off, he might go and 
deliver them himself; of a third who relieved himself of his 
overwhelming doubts and difficulties on the morning of the 
battle by the happy expedient of getting dead drunk, All this 
is about to be remedied by the establishment of a Board of 
Examiners ; but there are other things not so easily mended, 
What are we to think of fifteen out of seventeen Pennsylvania 
three months’ regiments refusing to stay with General Patterson 
one hour beyond their stipulated time when he was in dangerous 
proximity to General Johnston's army? What of the two 
Pennsylvania regiments, one of which Mr, Russell met re- 
tiring from the field because their time was up and the 
other of which marched, indeed, to the field of battle, bat refused 
to participate in a charge after twelve o'clock for a similar 
reason? Can anything great be achieved with such material ? 
While the old militia regiments of New York city highly dis- 
tinguished themselves there were others of the recently enlisted 
in that city which evidently had no heart in the work before 
them, The New York 12th ran away twice in the slight skirmish 
of Thursday which preceded the grand attack of Sunday ; another 
New York regiment so much exaggerated the practice of falling 
flat on their faces before a discharge of artillery that it was 
found impossible to keep them on their legs, their propensity to 
fall on their knees when a musket was discharged being irre- 
sistible, It is not difficult to account for this. Many of the 
recruits from New York city care not a jot for the integrity of 
the Union, but have enlisted to escape from starvation. The 
Pennsylvania regiments, too, have many of them a strong pro- 
slavery bias, and would probably prefer defending the line of the 
Potomac to advancing upon Richmond on political as well as 
military considerations. It is otherwise with the New England 
troops, These men fight for an “idea;” they have a pro- 
found dislike both of slavery and slaveowners, and would 
gladly see this war made one of liberation to the slaves. 
No wonder that they fought with spirit, The 69th (Irish), 
the 79th (Highlanders), and the three German regiments 
including the Garibaldi Guard (who covered the retreat and did 
not flee), doubtless deserve the praise they have received, But 
the true metal is sadly alloyed by the dross which is inter- 
mingled with it, and which must immensely detract from the 
value of the whole, 

What, then, are the prospects of the war being “short and 
decisive” in favour of the North? A number of new and raw 
regiments are only now pouring into Washington. These and 
others must be hardened into an army. General Scott loudly 
declares that they must be practised in tactical movements, in 
large “ camps of instruction,” before they will be fit for the 
arduous duty of crushing out the revolution, But this long 
course of professional training is just that against which the 
American naturally recalcitrates, This is why he has swept 
away the system of apprenticeship in all departments of in- 
dustry. If the American volunteer overcomes his objection to 
regular training in this instance, it will be a grand proof of his 
devotion to the cause for which he is fighting, 

The logic of this exposé leads whither, if not to the conclusion 
that the chances are greatly against the North achieving a per- 
manent success in her present line of policy? Now that she is 
no longer self-blinded by illusions, she is beginning to perceive 
this, and her awakened intellect is thrown back on this 
dilemma—emancipation of the slayes or recognition of 
the Secession, The mind of New England is ripe for 
the reception of the former idea, but the people and politicians 
of the Middle and Western States are not yet prepared to 
follow the leadership of Messrs, Lloyd Garrison, and Wendell 
Phillips, If anything could sting the men of New York to stifle 
their scruples on this matter it would be the stories which, 
whether true or false, are firmly believed at the North, of the 
bayoneting and mutilating the wounded, firing the hospitals, 
and shelling the ambulances by the Confederates, Messrs, 
Davis and Beauregard cannot fail to know that these 
cruelties are as impolitic as inhuman, Half the people 
and more than half the army of the North are as little 
infected with what the Southerners call the damnable heresy 
of “negro-worship” as they are themselves, and regard 
the arming of the slaves with positive aversion and as not con- 
sistent with honourable warfare. This sentiment is ‘a great 
protection to the South, and nothing will so soon dispel it as a 
disregard of the laws of civilised warfare by the South herself. 
By pursuing a strictly defensive strategy, and by twice abstaining 
from an attack on Washington when he had power to make it 
with a good prospect of success, Mr, Davis is disposing Northern 
Conservatives to give him credit for moderation, and to belie ve 
in the sincerity of his oft-professed desire for peace, All that is 
gained by this prudent policy will be lost in the storm of revenge- 
ful passions aroused by the atrocities of the Confederate soldiery. 





From the number of well-cared-for wounded prisoners at Rich- 
mond it is evident that the barbarities (so circumstantially 
narrated in Northern journals and authenticated by the testi- 
mony of well-known army surgeons) were, happily, only 
partial; but the Southern leaders may rest assured that the 
public opinion of the civilised world only waits faller 
confirmation to visit the excesses of a portion of their 
victorious army with the same stern and one-voiced repro- 
bation which it meted out to the Russians after Inkerman,. 
In the meantime, if it should turn out that the political institu- 
tions and social and economic conditions of Northern civilisation 
present almost insuperable difficulties to the prosecution of a great 
aggressive war, this fact will not tell against them among their 
admirers in Europe, If there is anything which makes the- 
democracy of the North a less kindly soil than the democracy 
of France for the development of a Napoleon I, and the 
establishment of a Napoleonic system, so much the better for 
their own domestic liberties, for the cause of peace on the 
Western Continent, and of Republicanism throughout the world,. 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 
FRANCE. 

Thursday’s Moniteur announces that, on account of the national 
féte, the Emperor has either remitted or commuted the punishments: 
of 1236 prisoners, of different categories, who had been condemned for 
civil crimes. The Moniteur also publishes a numerous list of appoint- 
ments to the Legion of Honour. 

Prince Metternich had an audience of the Emperor on Wednesday, at 
the Tuileries, in order to take leave, The Emperor afterwards set out 
for Chalons, 

The new Boulevard Malesherbes at Paris was opened by the 
Emperor on Tuesday evening, in the presence of an immense body of 
troops and National Guards and crowds of the populace. Having 
received the congratulations of the municipal authorities on the occa- 
sion, his on age f replied in a speech in the course of which he adverted 
to the effects of the Commercial Treaty with this country, the con- 
clusion of which, he observed, has been followed by doubling the 
exportation of articles of Parisian make, He also pressed upon the 
municipality the duty of reducing, to the utmost limit their finances 
would allow, the taxes upon articles of prime necessity, as a means of 
giving a spur to industry and commerce, 

There was a review yesterday week by the Emperor and the King of 
Sweden in the Champs des of a corps-d’armée of 60,000 men, 
5000 of whom were cavalry and artillery, The weather was magnifi- 
cent, and the troops were in capital training, The various balls and 
fétes which were to have been given in honour of the Swedish Monarch 
have been countermanded, owing to the absence of the Empress, The 
Emperor and the King went last Saturday to the camp at Chilons, 
returning the same evening, near midnight, to the Tuileries, The 
King of Sweden left on Monday to pay a visit to Queen Victoria, 

Auber, now an octogenarian, has been honoured with the Cross of 
Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour. The insignia were handed to- 
M. Auber at the Conservatoire by Count Walewski, Minister of State, 
who sat at his side, and the entire assembly rose and greeted the act 
with the loudest plaudits. 

The appeal of M. Mires has been postponed to the 19th. 

The Abbé Poiloup, the founder of the Jesuits’ College at Vangirard, 
has just died at Meudon.

LORD CARLISLE ON THE STATE OF IRELAND. 
Tue Lord Lieutenant was present at the annual banquet of the Royal 
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Agricultural Society of Ireland at Belfast on Thursday se’nnight, and 


delivered a speech which will be 
read with considerable interest. He 
said:—“In my judgment, Ireland 
has never exhibited such an exem 
tion from general crime, from poli- 
tical agitation, or from physical 
distress and privation as that 
which she now enjoys. With re- 
to the decrease of population, 
there can be no doubt that the 
famine and pestilence which worked 
such fearful havoc upon the imme- 
diately preceding decade left its 
work also on that which has suc- 
ceeded it, But there is no question 
that the continuous flow of emigra- 
tion is the chief cause of the great 
reduction which has ensued in the 
number of the people. If the 
number of emigrants from Ireland 
itself, exclusive of those who have 
left other parts of the United 
Kingdom, is allowed for, there 
would have been in the last 
decade, from 1851 to 1861, an 
increase in Ireland ‘close

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THE Queen is dispensing her accustomed autumn hospitalities 
to Royal guests. The King of Sweden's visit excites no 
particular attention, but that of the Austrian Archduke 
and Admiral deserves notice, Austria, more than any of 
the Powers whose territories are washed by the waters of 
the Mediterranean, has an interest in preventing the old 
Napoleonic idea of a French lake from being realised; and 
it is not unnatural, therefore, to find her endeavouring, 
through the medium of the illustrious stranger now our guest, 
to cement and consolidate those ties which shall enable her, 
with the best prospect of success, to carry out her views, 
Whether the extravagant laudation bestowed on British insti- 
tutions by the Archduke at the Mayor of Southampton’s déjefiner 
be the best means of attaining that object is another question, 
Englishmen are proverbially suspicious of “soft sawder.” 

A movement in the right direction seems at last making 
progress among the Volunteer Corps, No one doubted the 
advantages of drill, or of efficiency in firing; but no one 
with even the most limited acquaintance with military affairs 
could question that without the habit of moving in masses— 
brigade drill, in short—individual proficiency was next to useless, 
The Commander-in-Chief, Captain M‘Murdo, and othera—in 
short, every one conversant with the practical bearings of the 
subject—concurred in the same view ; and all this ended in an 
effort to secure the brigading of Volunteer Corps at Aldershott 
with the regular troops, Official routine then, selon son habitude, 
stepped in, and forbade the use of tente, huts, or ground, This 
has brought up private enterprise. A hundred acres of ground 
are offered, and a clubhouse with accommodation for a 
thousand is talked of. After all, we are grateful to official 
obstructiveness—it has elicited a truly British spirit of indepen- 
dence, and helped to develop what we have all along contended 
for—the self-supporting characteristic of the Volunteer movement, 

The address to the Emperor of Austria seems to put an end to 
all hope of a pacific solution of the differences between the 
Hungarian and Austrian views of the present crisis. We can 


only hope that the “hard times” for which the Hungarians

THE PARISH CHURCH OF ST, GILES WITHOUT CRIPPLEGATE, 
This venerable and hae nee structure—the burial-place of Milton, Defoe, 
Speed, Fox the Martyrologist, and many other departed worthies of great 
renown and piety, and the marriage-place of Oliver Cromwell—owss its origiu 
(according to Stowe, Thornton, and others) to one Alfrane, the first Master of 
St. Bartholomew's Hospital, who founded it about A.D, 1090, and dedicated it 
to St. Giles, a saint born at Athens, and Abbot of Nismes,in France.

THE SOCIAL SCIENCE ASSOCIATION,

LAW REFORM, 

Lord Brougham then touched on law reform, and showed what had been 
done. “The important propositions (he said) respecting charitable trusts 
made by our learned and distinguished colleague Sir W. Page Wood have to 
a great extent been adopted by the Education Commission, under the Duke of 
Newcastle; aud the amendments of the Bankruptcy and Insolvency Laws, 
which, after the fullest investigations, are so strongly recommended, have 
almost all been introduced into the new Act, the careful framing of which 
reflects the greatest credit upon the Lord Chancellor. It has not passed 
through the ordeal of the Lords without material changes ; but it is an 
important amendment of the law. Five Acts have been passed containing a 
digest of the main body of the criminal statue law. In two succeeding 
Sessions Sir F. Kelly introduced a most important bill for removing the 
defect of our law as to the wills of British subjects executed abroad, and it 

the Commons both times, but fell through in the Lords.

The number of juvenile offenders decreased 
in a still greater proportion.” His Lordship then referred at some length to 
the statistics and characteristics of the Irish convict system. 
CO-OPERATIVE SOCIETIES. 
This was the topic next referred to by Lord Brougham. He said :—‘“ Above 
fifty companies for manufacture have been established since last Congress, 
many of mere stores. In these last a capital of £500,000 is invested ; 
but in the former the manufacturing concerns represent a capital of nearly 
£2,000,000, exclusive of the Manchester Cotton Company (limited), whose 
capital is £1,000,000. The returns of Mr. Tidd Pratt show the creation of 
above 250 co-operative societies within the last twelve months, all enrolled 
under the Friendly Society Act. The effect of co-operation in preventing 
those strikes so pernicious tc the working classes, and so dangerous to the 
peace of the community, has been everywhere felt. The late strikes at Colne 
may be ascribed to the want of co-operative unions in that district; but the 
mischiefs occasioned, and which left their deep traces behind, opened the 
people's to their error, and the consequenee has been the establishment in

SCIENTIFIC NEWS, 


REVOLUTION IN PHOTOGRAPHY.—In the Cosmos an extract 
is given from M. Wothly, of Aix la Chapelle, in which he states that, after 
experimen’ for many years, he has succeeded in obtaining positive proofs from 
his photographic portraits without employing nitrate of silver or any other of 
the present agents of photography. These are replaced by a chemical com- 
position much more sensible, and which renders all retouching needless when 
the negative is without defect. He states that all his portraits, whether large 
or small, have an agreeable aspect and great brilliancy. The manipulation is 
the same. These new photographs are said to be as indestructible as the paper 
on which they are taken, 


BEETROOT SUGAR.—Having determined in previous researclies 
the conditions in which sugar develops and accumulates itself in beetroot, 
M. Leplay has contributed to the French Academy of Sciences an account of 
further experiments instituted to determine the development during vegetation 
and accumulation of those foreign bodies in beetroot which hinder the com- 
plete extraction of the sugar. It has long been believed that molasses contains 
only uncrystallisable sugar produced during the keeping of the beetroots or 
during the fabrication of the sugar. MM. Leplay and Dubrunfaut, previous 
to 1849, that molasses, on the contrary,contains ordinary sugar, the 
crystallisation of which is prevented by the presence of foreign bodies which 
the manufacturer has been unable to eliminate. M. Leplay’s experiments 
show that these foreign matters are in less quantity in the juice of the round 
and forked roots that in that of the long-tapering ones. The beetroots which 
vegetate outside the soil contain more foreign matters than those which grow 
completely in the earth. The nature of the soil has no influence in the deve- 
lopment of these foreign bodies, and their quantity appears to diminish with 
the growth of the plants, and is at its minimum when it arrives at maturity. 
Further details will be found in the Complies Rendus. 


THE OZONE in the atmosphere of Pisa has been measured by 
M. De Luce, Between the summit of the tower and the base the difference was 
generally none. The coloration of the two papers of Schiinbein and Houzeaux 
was more intense under the influence of a more or less intense wind, and of a 
cloudy or rainy sky (whether accompanied or not with electrical disturbance) 
than under the influence of a calm air and serene sky. The indications of the 
two —- far from corresponding in giving a maximum or minimum ;

SUBMARINE VOLCANIC ACTION in the Atlantic Ocean near 
the Equator has been for some years going on.

The latter says :—** We were startled by a heavy and loud rumbling noise, and 
at the same time felt the ship tremble from stem to stern, which lasted four or

THE INFLUENCE OF COAL-TAR on the decomposition of 
organic matters is further considered in a paper recently forwarded to the 
French Academy of Sciences by M. Demeaux, who made known the disinfecting 
properties of coal-tar and plaster about two yearsago. Some months ago he drew 
attention to the fact that alcohol was a valuable vehicle for combining coal-tar 
with a great number of animal and vegetable products. The experiments ia 
this last paper (which has been referred to a commission of Academicians) 
relate to the action of the alcoholic solution of coal-tar on liquid and solid 
organic substances. 


SULPHIDE OF PHOSPHORUS is proposed as a substitute for 
phosphorus in lucifer-matches by M. P , of Niiremberg. It is made by 
placing four parts, by weight, of phosphorus and one of sulphur, coarsely 
powdered, in a porcelain vessel, and covering them with water at a tempera- 
ture of 100 deg. Fahrenheit. In a few minutes the liquid sulphide is formed. 
The water is then poured off, and a cold, thick solution of gum added. The 





peroxide of lead, nitrate of lead, and sulphide of antimony, it is said, produce 
excellent matches, with much less scent than the ordinary ones made with 
phosphorus alone, 


THE OpaH (Lampris lauta).—Dr. Gray, in the Annals of 
Natural Iistory, announces that a specimen of this very rare fish -was caught 
at Herne Bay on the 4th of July last, and has been presented to the British 
Museum by Mr. Simpson, of the Divan Tavern, Strand. Another specimen, 
caught about the same time in Wigton Bay, weighing 66 1b., has been depo- 
sited in the Liverpool Museum. The first ray of the ventral fin has a remark- 
able angular bend, as if jointed, at about one-third its length from the base. 

THE ECLIPSE OF 1860, AS SEEN IN NUBIA.—Mahmoud Bey» 
the astronomer of the Viceroy of Egypt, forwarded to the French Academy of 
Sciences his account of the observations of the eclipse of July 18, 1860, in 
Nubia. He set out from Cairo on June 1, accompanied by two assistants 
(whom he had previously trained in preparing the map of the Delta ordered by 
the Viceroy), and provided with suitable apparatus, astronomical, meteorolo- 
gical, and magnetical. After eight days’ sail in a steamer he arrived at Syene. 
Eight more days were spent in sailing to the second cataract of the Nilein a 
sailing-boat,and then, owing to the river being blocked up with masses of stone, 
he was ¢.mpelled to complete the rest of the journey on a camel's back. Arrived 
at Dongolah fifteen days previous to the eclipse, he immediately proceeded to 
establish his station of observation at the highest point of the city, the minaret 
of the mosque of Mohammed Ali. The academy's commission in their report 
on Mahmoud Bey's observations say that, thanks to the precautions takea by 
him, they do not believe that any error in time has been made. The duration 
of the totality was Im. 50s, The station was so near the end of the course of 
the lunar shadow that the sun had set while still eclipsed, and the last point of 
contact was not observed. Mahmoud Bey witnessed the eclipse of nine solar 
spots and the reappearance of three of them. His account of the corona 
resembles the description given of its appearance in America, Spain, and 
Algeria. Seven protuberances were perfectly observed. At just six the 
seventh appeared, while the six were yet visible. Two were bluish-white, the 
remainder red. In spite of the general terror at the eclipse, several of the 
natives observed it very attentively. The Cadi and several other trustworthy 
persons affirmed that during the totality of the eclipse they saw a small whitish 
disc in the centre of the eclipsed sun. The French commission are unable to 
affirm the canse of this phenomenon, whether optical or physiological. 
Mahmoud Bey’s memoir contains also valuable meteorological and —_ 
observations. It is now twenty years since the reigning Egyptian dynasty, 
under French influence, established a scientific school and an observatory at 
Cairo, in the neighbourhood of the Pyramids, which so powerfully recall the 
first social application of astronomy. The series of valuable memoirs which 
have proceeded from the able chief of the obse: , Mahmoud Bey i 
the account of his Nubian expedition—fully j y the expenditure on these 
establishments, and entitle him to a place among the philosophers of the day.

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LITERATURE AND ART, 

A DESPERATELY dull time is this for literature and art. A Herculean 
task is it to collect materials wherefrom to cull our customary quota of 
small talk, There is nothing doing in town; there is nothing doing in 
the “ Row;” the artists’ studios are deserted; the artists themselves 
are off sketching; the exhibitions are all closed; the great book, 
picture, and rarity auctions of the season are over; even the ingenious 
Speculators who make fortunes from the display, at a shilling entrance- 
fee, of a single painting, instead of a whole gallery, advertise the 
*‘last week” of their Holman-Hunt chefs-d’ceuvre, and “ Cromwell 
refusing the Crown.” We have plenty to say; only, unfortunately, it 
is not of a literary or artistic nature. For instance, antiquarians will 
scarcely be interested in the announcement that the King of Sweden is 
a visitor to our beloved Sovereign, that he wears a blue-and-yellow 
plume in his cocked-hat, and that he has been to a grand review in the 
Long Valley at Aldershott ; philosophers will not care to be told that 
the harvest is progressing favourably, and that one day’s sunshine iS 
worth two millions of money ; poets will find little that is interesting 
in the fact that the police intelligence of last week recorded six cases 
of stabbing brought under the cognisance of police magistrates in one 
single day; nor can we hope to gain the suffrages of artistic readers 
by telling them that the Pope is at the bottom of the Neapolitan 
brigandage, and that the Hungarian Diet, in their petition of Right, 
persist in speaking of “King” Maria Theresa—thus recalling the 
famous exclamation of the magnates, “ Moriamur pro rege nostro.” 

Aba! we havea clue at last—astar appears on the horizon—a sail 
in sight appears. The wrongs of Hungary remind us of the wrongs of 
Poland.

THE FLIGHT OF THE FEDERAL TROOPS FROM 
BULL RUN. ; 
As regards. the Stampede from Bull Run, which forms the subject 
of the second Illustration on the preceding page, our Special Artist 
thus writes:—“At half-past five the Federal troops were in full 
retreat, pursued at different points by the black horse cavalry of 
Virginia. Retreat is a weak term to use when speaking of this dis- 
graceful fout, for which there was no excuse. The terror-stricken 
soldiers threw away their arms and accoutrements, herding vy like 
a panic-stricken flock of sheep, with no order whatever in their ght. 
Those who had been fortunate enough to get places in the bagga; 
waggons thrust back others with their bayonets and mausket-socks le 
Wounded men were crushed under the wheels of the heavy, lumbering 
chariots that dashed down the road at full speed. Light buggies, con- 
taining members of Congress, were overturned or dashed to pieces in 
the horrible confusion of the panic.” 








THE QUAYS OF PARIS.—No. I. ; 

THE pro embankment of the Thames and formation of quays in 
London suggested to us the opportunity of presenting to our 
readers a series of Views of the Quays of Paris, which constitute a great 
and most pleasing feature of the French capital. In a sani and 
pleasurable point of view it is no slight advantage to the inhabitants 
of a city to have free access along the shores of the river on the banks 
of which it is built ; and, if at the present time a model city were to be 
constructed, we feel convinced that the fluvial artery would be supplied 
with quays and promenades, The immediate application of such 
advantages to London offers many difficulties, on account of the 
importance of the interests concerned in the preservation of the actual 
status quo. The port of London, it is true, with its crowded wharves 
and forests of masts, bears not the remotest comparison with the port 
of St. Nicholas, situated close under the walls of the Paris Louvre, at 
which afew Rouen steamers and the Seine and Tamise (a batean-a- 
vapeur, trading between London and Paris) only put in an cccasional 
appearance; yet we are not without —_ that at some future period 
our own mighty capital may witness the formation of a number of 
quays similar to those enjoyed by our French ae gag | We feel 
convinced that personal interests will offer no obstacle to this project 
when it shall have been once agreed that the improvement to our city 
would be a public benefit, and a proof at the same time of the sincere 
patriotism of all who had contributed to its accomplishment. 

If the city of Paris in general has undergone improvement during 
the last ten years, its quays in particular have come in for a large share 
of the amelioration which has been lavished upon this favoured place. 
The banks of the Seine are completely without obstruction in its 
course through Paris, and in many parts access. even to the shore is 
freely had, so that the stranger who desires to become acquainted with 
Paris under its various aspects in the different quarters cannot do 
better than traverse the capital (on foot, if possible) from the Garden 
of Plants to the Champ de Mars. In consequence of the changes made 
during the present empire the liability to inundation has been alto- 
gether prevented ; and, in addition to the security thus afforded, a 
charming promenade through the centre of Paris, from east to west, 
and vice versa, has been created for its inhabitants. Almost through- 
out their entire course these quays are planted with trees and provided 
with footways running alongside the parapets, below which a roadway 
down to the water’s edge is in many parts acceszible. 

In the course of our intended series of illustrations, which will con- 
sist of six drawings serving as a panoramic view of Paris from the 

uays, a vast number of the new public buildings and bridges will be 
shown ; and our views (a!! drawn expressly for this Journal by M. 
Felix Thorigny) will thus serve as an agreeable souvenir to such of our 
subscribers as have already visited Paris, and as a faithful and 
instructive representation of the general aspect of that city to those 
whom inclination or business has hitherto precluded from taking a trip 
to the seat of the French empire. 

The first two sections of the series published in this day’s Impression 
commence from the east, taking the Pantheon as the starting-point, 
and proceed westward as far as the Napoleon Barracks, near the Hotel 
de Ville, the residence of the Prefect of the Seine. The two next will 
comprise the central portion of the quays, in which are included the 
Louvre, the Pont Neuf, &c.; and the last two will complete the series 
by a representation of the extreme western portion. 

The limits of our Journal, of course, preclude us from giving a full 
account of the following most important of the places indicated 
in our drawings. We shall therefore confine ourselves to a few of the 
most ordinary details connected with them, sufficient, however, to 
impart a certain interest to each of the buildings mentioned. For fur- 
ther information we must refer our readers to the Paris guide-books, in 
which they will find a quantity of curious historical and archeological 
particulars that do not come within our province to mention on the 
present occasion, 

SECTION I, 

The Abbey of St, Genevieve.—This ancient abbey is now devoted 
to the purposes of the college called the Lycée Napoleon—a college for 
secondary instruction. It wasin this abbey that the immense collection 
of books forming the library now known as the Bibliotheque St. 
Genevieve was originated in 1624 by Cardinal Rochefoucauld, who 
contributed thereto five hundred printed volumes, the first ever seen 
within the walls of that religious establishment, 

The Pantheon.—This church somewhat resembles St, Paul's 
Cathedral in a nee, It was founded in 1751 on the site of the 
ancient Ch of St. Genevieve. The Constituent Assembly under 
the first Revolution conferred upon it the name of the Pantheon, and 
converted it intoa monument in remembrance of those who had con- 
tributed to the glory of “la patrie.” Since 1851 it has been restored 
to its original purposes of Catholic worship, under its former name of 
Eglise de St. Genevieve. 

The Polytechnic School_—Founded in 1791, for the education of 
young men of from sixteen to twenty years of age for the artillery 
service, the navy, tee mining, shipbuilding, &c,

money are being spent in order to render it worthy of its pre-eminence 
as the most remarkable of the Catholic temples of the French empire, 

Isle St, Louis—The island of St. Louis is situated immediately 
behind the island of the city (the original Paris), with which it is con-

than any other. At present it is no longer the silent witness of such

1855) emerges. 

The Hétel de Ville. —Two of the greatest names in French 
m i i , those of Francois I. and Henry IV., are connected 
with the erection of this beautiful civic pile. Francis I, laid the first 
stone in 1533; but it was finished during the reign of Henry IV., in 
1605. The Prefect of the Seine inhabits the first story of the wing 
facing the river. . 

The Napoleon Barracks,—These barracks are situated behind the 
Hotel de Ville, and, in connection with the other numerous Parisian 
barracks, occupy a very strong strategical position. There is accom- 
modation here for upwards of two thousand men,

children on the registers of birth ; and of 440,781 persons of all ages on the 
registers of deaths. The total number of names enrolled during the year 
amounted to nearly a million and a half (1,466,108). On an average of twenty- 
two years there was1 death to 45 living in the population, 1 birth to 30 living, 
and 1 person married to 61 living; and these proportions in the year 1859 
became 1 in 45,1 in 29, and 1 in 59; or, more exactly, the mortality on the 
population was 2°236 per cent, on an average, and nearly the same (2°232) in 
1859 ; the average birth rate was 3-305, the rate in 1859 being higher (3°494) ; 
the average marriage rate was 1-636, and the rate in the last year also higher, 
1°698. The marriages in the year exceeded by 11,653 the marriages in the pre- 
ceding year; the births were 34,400 in excess; the deaths 8875 in defect. 
Consequently the excess of births over deaths in the year was 43,275 above the 
excess in the preceding year, and amounted to 249,100. This was the natural 
recorded increase of the population of England and Wales. The emigrants of 
English origin amounted to about 40,245. To this extent, therefore, the natural 
increase is diminished by emigration. Upon the other hand, while the Emi- 
tion Commissioners record the departure of 120,432, they record the return 
of 19,913 emigrants to the United Kingdom ; and there is probably a constant 
influx of the population of Scotland and Ireland into England and Wales; so 
that the Census alone will enable us to strike the exact balance. 

In the year 167,723 marriages were registered : 136,210 according to the rites 
of the Established Church, and 31,513 not according to those rites. Of the 
marriages in the Church, 19 were by special license, 20,345 by license, 107,737 
by bans, and 4204 upon superintendent-registrars’ certificates. The clergy 
omitted in 3905 cases to state whether the marriage was by license or by bans. 
The marriages by bans increased more rapidly than the marriages by 
license, and were in proportion to those by licenses as 5296 to 1. Of the 
marriages not according to the rites of the Established Church, 12,519 were by 
Protestant Dissenters, 7756 by Roman Catholics, 70 by Quakers, and 324 by 
Jews ; 10,844 marriages, exceeding those of the Roman Catholics, were per- 
formed in superintendent-registrars’ offices. 137,000 bachelors married as 
many spinsters in the year, and 8161 widowers married the same number of 
widows ; 7058 bachelors also married widows, and 15,493 spinsters married 
widowers ; consequently, 23,654 widowers and 15,219 widows remarried. 
Of 100 men marrying, 14°10 were widowers; of 100 women marrying, 
9°07 were widows. 10,397 young men and 42,041 young women 
under 21 years of age married in the year; so of 100 men, 6°20, and 
of 100 women, 1910 were minors. 44,807 men and 63,127 women 
signed the married registers with marks; so that of 335,446 persons in the 
prime of life, 227,512 could write their names more or less distinctly; and 
107,934 signed with marks, or 32-2 per cent signed with marks, Of the women, 
37°6 in 100, of the men, 26°7 in 100, signed with marks; so that the women do 
not write in the same proportion as men. It is gratifying to trace the pro- 
gress of education since 1541, when 32‘7 men and 48°8 women in every 100 
signed with marks, to 1859, when the proportions fell to 26°7 and 37°6 respec- 
tively ; so that of persons at the age of marriage, 6-0 more men and 11°2 more 
women in 100 now write their names than wrote eighteen years ago. 4228 
places of public worship were open for the solemnisation of marriages, and re- 

red on the 3lst of December, 1859. This number excecds by 156 the 
number on the register at the same date of the previous year. The 
were most numerous after harvest in the Christmas quarter of the year, and 
in the spring quarter, including the months of April, May, and June. The 
marriage rate is lowest in the t quarter, ending in March, when the pro- 
dunce of ti e y: ar is partly consumed, 

The registered births, which declined in the previous year, rose to 689,881 in 
1859. The increase is 34,400, T_e birth rate of the year is 3494, or 1 in 
29. 852,662 boys and 337,219 girls were born; and 15,443 more boys than 
girls, the proportions being 1046 boys to 1000 girls; so that the proportions 
were nearly 22 boys to 21 girls. The proportions of births in the several 
seasons of the year varied. Thus, if we take the average births of each 
quarter at 1000, the proportional births in the four quarters of the year are 
represented by the numbers 1032, 1022, 968, and 978. ‘These proportions differ 
from year to year, but the births in the first exceed those in the second six 
months of the year. 

The number of deaths was leas by 8875 than the deaths in the year pre- 
ceding ; and the rate of mortality (2232) was slightly below the average—2236. 
It is nearly expressed by 1 death to every 45 of the population. The 
mortality of males was at the rate of 2°30 and females at the rate of 2°167 
per cent annually. The deaths ef males were to the deaths of females as 103 
to 100; and out of equal numbers of the two sexes the proportions became 
106 to 100. The rate of mortality under ten years of age was higher than 
usval in both sexes, and generally lower at the more advanced ages. The 
winter was the most fatal of the four quarters.

COLONEL M‘MURDO ON VOLUNTEER MARCHING.—On Monday week the 
volunteers of Northumberland and Durham were inspected by Colonel 
M‘Murdo, Inspector-General of Volunteers, on the Town Moor, Newcastle. 
The day was kept as a holiday in the town. More than 3000 volunteers were 
on the d, with a large proportion of artillery, and the several corps went 
through their evolutions in a manner which excited the admiration of the 
spectators and elicited warm and well-deserved commendation from the 
Inspector-General. After the inspection Colonel M‘Murdo offered some 
important advice of general interest to volunteers. He said:—“I have 
noticed, and other ae officers have noticed, that a great difference of 
cadence is perceptible in the time of marching with corps. Now, 
I cannot too strongly impress upon all these co! and especially 
upon smaller corps, that have not the opportunity at meeting 
for constant marching out, how necessary it is to have one uniform 
cadence step. The reason is this—I have found as much as twenty 
paces a minute difference between the marching of corps. Now, just con- 
sider what twenty paces a minute will do in six hours. My own calculation 
is that it would cause a difference in the marching of bodies of men of three 
miles and upwards—ef three miles and a half—in six hours, or half a day’s 
march. In all great battles, in all great operations, an army cannot follow 
one line or road. An army must have several roads in order to come in front 
of the enemy and deploy there. Therefore it is necessary that the bodies of 
men ag slong these different lines towards the enemy should march 
exactly with same pace, or else, if there is a difference, which I have per- 
ceived, of twenty paces in a minute, one column would reach the enemy, 
while the other column would be some 34 miles short of reaching the front 
where the battle should begin. An active enemy would not be slow in taking 
advantage of sach circumstances by falling in and crushing the first enemy 
that showed front in his presence. He would have an enemy to throw back of 
superior force, and even beat that enemy in detail. Therefore I hope that I

CLOSE OF THE WESLEYAN-METHODIST CONFERENCE. 


Yesterday week the Conference disposed of a considerable amount of 
business, to enable the ministers to return home for Sunday. The stations of 
e ministers were confirmed, A lengthy memorial having been received from 
the Northern Temperance League, the reply was read and sanctioned by the 
Conference after some discussion. The various suggestions of the district 
—— received, which were of merely local importance. 

The business of general interest related to the theological institutions, the 
northern branch of which is at Didsbury, near Manchester, and the southern 
branch at Richmond, near London.

To the collar is attached a badge, consisting of 
a star of five points, and an oval medallion containing a portrait 
of the in onyx cameo, encircled by the motto of the 
order, “ Heaven's Light our Guide,” in letters of gold on light blue 
enamel, The investment badge, which is to be worn on ordinary 
occasions, as distinguished from “collar days,” pendent from a ribbon 
of light blue with white borders, is four inches in breadth, andjis 
composed of a diamond star of five points, to which is attached an 
onyx cameo portrait of her Majesty, surrounded by brilliants, the motto 
being alsoin diamonds, The star of the order differs from all others, 
being composed of wavy rays of gold issuing from a diamond star of 
five points, which is surrounded a blue enamel ribbon bearing the 
motto, also in diamonds.

THE OgAvANGO Riven, By CaHarRiEes JoHN ANDERSSON, Hurst 
and Blackett. 

The crop of books of African travel has been abundant of ate, and 
the reader who was a year or two ago content with descriptions which 
were merely picturesque, and narratives of adventure which were 
interesting in proportion to their peril or suffering, now expects a good 
deal more from those who chronicle their journeys into that which is 
still the most repulsive and least accessible quarter of the globe. 
As the author of the work before us very truly said, the details of 
mere discovery, with a few latitudes and longitudes as correctly set 
down a3 might be, sufficed. Now, however, the African traveller is 
expected to be completely versed in many sciences and in much know- 
ledge out of the beat of ordinary accomplishment. He is supposed to 
understand meteorology, hygrometry, and hydrogeny ; to be able to 
collect geological specimens, to gather political and commercial infor- 
mation, to advance the study of ethnology, to sketch, to write a copious 
journal, to shoot and stuff birds and beasts, to collect grammars and 
vocabularies and everything that can be included underan “ et ceetera. 
A previous work by Mr. Andersson—“ Lake Ngami”—has rather 
iucreased than diminished the demand on his capabilities, because it 
has given the world faith in his powers as a traveller and a narrator 
of his explorations and adventures. In the book which he has just 
published, while there are marks of modesty, good taste, and 
simplicity of style—while none of the author's qualifications are 
unduly paraded—they are sufficiently obvious, and pervade the current 
of his story in such a manner as to give it strength and substance. 
Without having fulfilled all the requirements above stated, he has dealt 
wth many of the topics so enumerated ; and a plain narrative of what 
he saw, li2ard, and encountered is accompanied by the remarks which 
te circumstances in which he was placed suggested, so as to combine 
information with amusement ; and, if the object was to make a pleasant 
a3 well as an icstructive book, there can be little doubt but that object 
has been attained. It is five years since Mr. Andersson's former work 
oa South Africa was produced ; and in that time he has availed himself 
of opportunities for becoming better acquainted with the country than 
he was at that time. The “ fere nature,” in the very strictest sense 
of that term, of its wilds and deserts have especially engaged his atten- 
tion; and the parts of this volume which are devoted to hunting 
excursions, which were carried on with the skill and assiduity 
of a practised and enthusiastic sportsman, and against such giant 
game as clephants, rhinoceroses, lions, alligators, and hippopotami, 
are particularly interesting and exciting. It is quite clear from 
this, the latest account we have, that Africa may be said, even | 
up to the present time, to be principally inhabited by wild 
beasts, Its human natives are still so savage as only to afford a study 
of rational! life on the lowes scale; and it would seem as if the traveller 
turned from them to the comtemplation of pure animal existence in 
its fullest and freest developments with a sense not only of relief but 
of positive enjoyment. Mr, Andersson has admirably availed himself 
of this vast zoological garden and hunting-field combined. 

It is time, however, to say a few brief words as to the object and the 
results of the expedition of which this work is the record. Towards 
the end of 1855 the author, having again arrived at the Cape of Good 
Hope, projected an exploring and hunting tour into the distant 
interior, in search of a river called Cunen?; and, supposing a safe 
arrival on the banks of that river, he proposed to explore it either 

wards its source or towards its embouchure, according to the point 

} he might happen to strike it. In addition, if time and means 

dmitted, he intended thence to make an excursion to some Portuguese 
sottlements on the west coast, such as Mopamedos and Benguela, If 
he succeeded in accomplishing those purposes the following results 
would have been attained—viz., the great blanks in the maps between 
Damara and Ovambo Land, and in Dr. Livingstone’s remarkable 
journey from the banks of the Sesheke to St. Paul de Loando, would 
have been filled up, whilst vast and probably rich regions would have 
been opened to the influence of commerce and civilisation. Unhappily, 
the difficulties of all kinds which had to be encountered were insur- 
mountable, and at last our traveller was obliged to abandon his long- 
ished ocheme. Nevertheless, the labours, and fatigues, and 
yuragements which Mr. Andersson underwent were not without 
c reward; for he has added to the discoveries of African travellers 
h has been hitherto unknown to Europeans, and which goes 
e of the Okavango.

With this venerable Earl ends the 
main branch of a most ancient, honourable, and loyal family, from 
the blood Royal of Scotland. Its immediate ancestor was Sir James Stuart, 
the Black Knight of Lorn, who married Jean, Queen Dowager of James I, 
and whose direct descendant was the first Earl of Traquair, a 

energetic cavalier, the faithful suvject, friend, and correspondent 

through all his troubles. Many letters of the unfortunate Monarch to the 
Earl are still extant, addressed to “ My trusty Traquair, from your loving 
friend, Charles R.” The Earl obtained his earldom of eanie from the 
King, but lost his all in his service, for, after the battle of Preston, he was 
imprisoned and his estates were forfeited by the Parliament, and he died in 
extreme poverty in Scotland. His son, also a Cavalier General, got back the 
property in the reign of Charles II.: this General's grandson was the great- 
great-grandfather of the Earl just dead. As the earldom of air was 
granted to the first Lord aid his male heirs bearing the name of Stuart, it 
is possible that there may be still existing some member of the family who, 
though of distant kindred, may be entitled to the dignity. 


THE BISHOP OF DURHAM. 

The Right Rev. Henry Montagu Villiers, D.D., Lord Bishop of Durhamy 
was the fifth son of the Hon. George Villiers, 
by his wife, Theresa, only daughter of John, first 
Lord Boringdon, and sister of the first Earl of 
Morley, and was brother of the present Earl of 
Clarendon, K.G. He was born the 4th of 
January, 1813, and received his early education 
at a private school, and was nominated a student 
of Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated 
B.A. in 1834, M.A. in 1837, and B. and D.D. in 
1856. He was ordained in 1836, and was at first 
Curate of Deane, Lancashire, and afterwards 
Vicar of Kenilworth, Warwickshire, and then 
Rector of St. George’s, Bloomsbury, and a 
Canon of St. Paul's. It was as "Rector of 

loomsbury that Dr, Villiers came prominently 
before the public. Asa practical clergyman he 
was most exemplary and zealous, and was 
popular with both rich and poor. e@ was, in 
1856, consecrated Bishop of Carlisle, and was in 
1860 translated to the see of Durham. His 
Lordship married, the 30th of Jan , 1887, 
Amelia Maria, eldest daughter of William 
Hulton, Esq., of Hulton Park, Lancashire, by 
whom, who survives him, he leaves two sons and four daughters. His eldest 
son, the Rey. Henry Montagu Villiers, married, last April, Victoria, second 
daughter of Earl Russell, and is now Curate of Bishopwearmouth. The 
Bishop's eldest danghter, Amy Maria, was married, the 11th of April, 1850, 
to the Rev. Edward Cheese, Rector of Houghton-le-Spring, Durham.

WILLS AND BEQUESTS, 


The will of Lady Forbes, relict of Sir Charles Forbes, Bart., of Newe and 
Edinglassie, was proved in London on the 28rd of July ; it bears date Feb. 16, 
1858, and there are two codicils, added in 185°, The executors appointed are 
the testatrix’s daughter, Miss Elizabeth Constable Ashburner, and Alexander 
Nesbitt Shaw, Esq., late of the Bombay Civil Service. Her Ladyship's personal 
property was sworn under £14,000; this, together with the property under 
settlement, she leaves amongst her family by her late husband, Sir Charles, 
and her former husband, Mr. Ashburner, her Ladyship having been 
twice married, and has appointed her son, James Stewart Forbes, Esq., and 
her daughter, Miss Katherine Stewart Forbes, residuary legatees. Lady Forbes 
has left to the poor of three parishes—two in Scotland, and one in London— 
legacies of £50 each. 

The will of Rear-Admiral the Hon. Frederick Thomas Pelham, C.B., of the 
Admiralty, and Eccleston-square, Pimlico, was proved in the principal 
registry on the 22nd of last month by his relict, sole executrix. The personalty 
was sworn under £14,000. The will bears date so far back as 1847, and was 
attested by Captains W. H. Henderson and G. T. Gordon. It is very brief, the 
Admiral disposing of the whole of his personal property to his relict absolutely. 
Admiral Pelham died in June last, at the age of 52. 

The will of Lieutenant-General Joseph Harris, of her Majesty's Indian Army 
and of the Oriental Club, was proved in the London Court on the 8th inst. by 
the executors, Oriel Viveash, Esq., Colonel W. F. Grant, and Robert Collum, 

-» M.D., the personalty being sworn under £10,000. General Harris, 
having only one child, a daughter of very tender years, has bequeathed all his 
property, real and personal, in trust ; and has appointed the executors nomi- 
nated in his will trustees and guardians to manage the property left to her 
until she attains the age of twenty-one, or on her marriage. In the event of 
her decease previously, the General has then directed the property to pass to 
his two grand-nieces. There are legacies to his executors, and to a female 
servant ; and there are some articles of jewellery which the General has left to 
the care of the trustees to deliver to his daughter when more advanced in life , 


A YEAR’s WILLS.—A calendar of the wills and administrations 
of the year 1358 (at least from Jan. 10) has been published, and the Registrar- 
General has made some interesting calculations founded upon it, making az 
estimate for the omitted ten days, so as to complete the year. Two hundred 
and ten thousand nine hundred and seventy-two adults died in the twelve- 
month, and 30,823 persons left personal property behind them; 21,653 had 
made their wills ; the other 9170 had made none, and letters of administration 
had to be taken out. Ejighty-nine persons with more than £10,000 (one wort! 
above £100,000) died without making a will. The te amount of 
property left by all these persons is estimated at £71,860,792, averaging 
£2331 each. Distinguishing between the men and the women, we find that

Tus church, which, with the adjoining buildings of parsonage, schoo's, 
and model cottages, has been built at the sole expense of Fowler Newsam, 
Esq., of Stamford-hill, was consecrated on July 29, by the Lord Bishop of 
London, His Lordship arrived at eleven o'clock, and was met in the 
church porch by the founder, several gentlemen of the district, and about 
fourteen of the neighbouring clergy in their surplices, The customary 
forms in consecration were then proceeded witb, after which the morning 
service was read by the new Incumbent, the Rev. John D. Letts, M.A., 
Domestic Chaplain to Earl Ferrers, The lessons were read by the Rev. 
W. J. Hall and the Rev. J. 8. Winter, Vicar and senior Cwate of 
Tottenham. The Bishop preached, and afterwards administered the 
holy communion, There was service again in the evenin; 
Venerable Archdeacon Sinclair delivered an appropriate discourse, 
The style of architecture selected for this building is of the sccond 
Pointed period of the date of Edward III. In plan it has nave, 
aisles, transepts, organ chapel, vestry, and a chancel cf no unusral 
magnitude. The several dimensions are as follow :—Nave, 73 ft. by 
23 ft.; aisles, 72 ft. by 12 ft.4 in.; chancel, 36 ft. by 23 ft.; organ, 
chapel, and vestry, 13ft. by 17 ft. The tower, which is at the wes 
end of the south aisle, is 18 ft. square, and, with the spire, is 127 ft. 
| high. The height of the nave roof to the ridge is 10 ft. The wails 
| are constructed of brick, faced with Kentish ragstone; and the win- 
dows, doorways, buttresses, and dressings generally, are of Bath stone. 

The fittings of the chancel are of oak, of a very ornate character ; 
the desk is of good, bold design, The pulpit is executed in Caen 
stone, and is very rich in detail and carvings; the angels under the pro- 
| jecting bookshelf are happily introduced, and are very efiective. The 

chancel is paved with Minton’s tiles, each part increasirg in ornament 

and colour towards the east end; the sacrarium is very beautiful in 
| design and composition of colour; the reredos, or rather the five sides 
of the apse, are ornamented and emblazoned in the richest style of 
| mural painting and gilding. The organ is placed in a chapel at 
| the east end of the south aisle, opening into the chancel and aisle 
| with suitable That towards the chancel, as well as the cone 
| on the opposite side, possessesa great novelty of composition, as the 
| soffits have figures of the apostles, with labels intertwined with 
| graceful foliation. The carving of this part reflects great credit on Mr. 
| Gomm, the gentleman —— by Mr, Myers on this work; indeed, 
| the carving throughont the church is very beautifully composed and 
| artistically executed, although the time was very short to produce so

much manual labour, without taking the composition into considera ‘ion. 

The whole of the windows of the apse, the transepts, and the large 

west window are filled with stained glass, pointed in subjects, and well 
| executed by Mr. Waites, of Newcastle. The seats in the nave of the 
| church are of deal, stained and varnished; the passages are paved 
| with Staffordshire tiles, in patterns, The church wil] hold 625 per- 
| sons, including 50 children, The work has been very well executed: a 
| considerable expense was necessitated on the foundations, as the ground 
| was a loose, wet clay; they were carried down unusually deep, and 
| made very much wider then at first proposed: the result is that not 
| the slightest settlement appears throughout the building. 
‘The church is very elaborate in design, It has good tvraceried 
; windows, richly moulded doorways, and a very good-prcportioned 
| tower and spire. The chancel is terminated by an apse, which is a 
| great feature both inside and out, but one whic expense hinders from 
| being frequently adopted. The design of the east end of the building 
| is of very marked character, as the transepts, the chance! chapels, and 
the apse form a composition which architects have not often the oppor- 
tunity to indulge in. 

The parsonage adjoining is of a medieval character, to harmonise 
with the church, but it embraces all the modern comforts and improve- 
ments in the arrangements of the plan. 

The foundation-stone of the buildings was laid July, 1861, and in 
ten working months Mr. Myers, the builder, has completed the church 
and parsonage in a manner highly creditable to himself: it is un- 
doubtedly, as he states, the best church he has built. Besides, he has 
had the bad season and the strike of workmen likewise against him. 

Mr. Talbot Bury, of Welbeck-street, Cavendish-square, was the 
architect of both buildings, The cost of the church and parsonage 
exceds £11,000,
